This pail consists of an outer water 
receptacle, on the inside of which is a 
galvanized wire inset, provided at its 
top with an oval air chamber, fitted 
with a valve to receive an ordinary bi- 
cycle pump, by means of which com- 
pressed air is supplied to the chamber. 

Leading downward from the air 
chamber to the bottom of the inset, is a 
fine outlet tube which ejects a current 
of air at the bottom of the inset.

Each longitudinal rib is in three sections. Place the butts (A, A, etc.) of the end sec- 
tions in the sockets (B, B, etc.) at one end of the boat and then repeat the operation at the 
other end. 

Spread the boat by placing the two transverse spreaders (D, D) in position, the ends of 
each fitting in the brass grommets (d, d, etc.) so as to bear fairly against the first rib below 
the top rail of the boat. 

Next place the four short uprights (E, E, etc.) in position, fitting the ends in the remain- 
ing grommets (e, e, etc.), care being taken that each end bears fairly upon a rib. 

Finally, place the running board (0) in the bottom of the boat, with strips running 
athwart. 

The boat should be thoroughly dry before stowing.
